Now that the hill establishes 
electrocution as the means ot in- 
flicting the death penalty, instead of 
by hanging, the time whe.n the new 
law becomes effective is attracting 
interest. It was thought that any 
person sentenced to death, if the 
Hate was fixed subsequent to June 
14th, when the new law becomes 
effective, would be electrocuted in- 
stead of hanged. There have been 
many questions asked regarding the 
new law and they have been an- 
swered by Capt. Jackson Morris, 
Assistant Secretary of State, who 
looked up the various points in the 
new law. 

Capt. Morris finds that the new 
law expressly says that it shall ap- 
ply only to persons convicted of 
crimes committed after the law be 
comes effective, which will he June 
14th. So, if a man kills another on 
June 13th and is convicted and 
sentenced to death he will be hanged 
in the county in which the crime was 
. committed, instead of being put to 
death by electricity inside the walls 
of the penitentiary. That being the 
N construction that the coat ts give to 
the new law, it follows that there 
may be hangings in Kentucky for a 
vear or more to come, as a man who 
'■^f may be sentenced to death seldom 
is hanged for a year after the crime. 
, It will take many months to build 
a death house and get the electric 
fixtures and current required. At
